Jesus Qives Sight to 
the Blind 
II I 


N the course of a series of articles concerning the miracles of Jesus, 
we learned of Him, last week, as He was pressing His way through 
^ the crowds to the home of the ruler of the synagogue, wholly un­ 
mindful that a woman in the crowd was drawing near to Him. 


Unceremoniously, and we might say impolitely, there came a woman who 
suffered a dreadful blood disease. 
She was aware of the Saviour’s pres­ 
ence. 
She knew He had healed others, and why should she not be healed, 
als.o She had faith in Jesus. Therefore without the formality of presenting 
herself for the Savour’s consideration, she just moved right up close and touch­ 
ed His garment. 
She literally took for granted that “the kingdom of heaven 
was at hand,” and lost no time in claiming heaven’s choicest blessing as she 
layed hand upon the Son of God. 


According to the gospel as recorded in the 5th Chapter of Mark, she did it 
all without the Saviour’s knowledge, for it is said that Jesus felt that “virtue 
had gone out of Him,” and He made inquiry as to who had touched Him, 
w hereup the woman kneeled before Jesus and confessed her act. 


Doubtless Jesus was surprised, if not actually disturbed, as we see where 
He exercised unusual precaution as to who should be in His prescence there­ 
after as He healed the daughter of Jai j u s . 
Meantime, let us not lose sight o f 
the fact He told the wonwn her faith had “rrmde her whole.”

AUST as He was leaving the premises, of Jairus. where he had raised

Jairus’ daughter from the dead, He was followed by two blind men 
I v 
! who cried unto Him: “Thou son of David, have merev on us.” 
* Thus we again, have the prayer of the afflicted. 
One thing only 
was necessary. Jesus simply wanted to know if they had faith, and 
made the following inquiry: 
“Believe ye, that I am able to do this.” 
The 
answer was in the affirmative, and again we see Jesus, pursuing a little differ­ 
ent method in His work. 
He did not say: “Thy faith hath made thee whole.” 
He simply touched the eyes of the blind men and said: 
“According to your 
faith, be it unto you.” 


To those of us who question why the Saviour does not perform such mir­ 
acles today, we get good food for thought in the history of the healing of these 
two blind men. There could have been no healing, and these poor afflicted 
individuals would not have received their right, if they had not believed. 
Faith was not only the key, but was healing within itself. 
The Saviour just 
permitted “faith” to do the work. 


As in the case of the woman who had “faith,” and simply reached out and 
obtained healing for her diseased body. 
Can it be possible, we pray for the 
blessings of heaven, when, “the kingdom of heaven is at hand? Are we fad­ 
ing to simply reach out our hands for that which has been set before us? 
There appears to be nothing on record to indicate our Lord ever required 
anything but “faith.” Nor do we see where any period of dispensation was 
ever declared on miracles.
